PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


Mr. Sopha—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this Legislature, it ought 
to be an offence for any person to eavesdrop on the conversation or actions 
of other parties by any means whatsoever, except under the strictest 
controls as prescribed by law. 


Mr. Jessiman—Resolution—That financial assistance should be provided 
to needy students in our primary and secondary schools, as well as in 
university to ensure that no one is forced to drop out of the school system 
as a result of economic pressure. 


Mr. Peacock—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Ontario 
Housing Corporation, in respect to the displacement of tenants from 
lands acquired directly or at arm’s length by the corporation, should be 
subject to the provisions of The Expropriations Act, 1968-69, (Bill 5), in 
the same manner as the Crown. 


Mr. Brown—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, persons on 
Old Age Security and/or welfare allowances and/or Unemployment 
Insurance should be carried free of charge on the GO train service. 


Mr. Newman (Ontario South)—Resolution—That present highway traffic 
regulations which require a motorist to stop when approaching a school 
bus from either direction on any Ontario roadway with a speed limit 
in excess of 35 miles per hour is insufficient for the safety of elementary 
and secondary school children boarding and leaving school buses, and 
(a) that the regulation be amended to require motorists to come to a full 
stop when approaching a stopped school bus with flashing red lights 
regardless of the speed limit within the area, except on 4-lane controlled 
access roads, and remain stopped until the flashing red lights are dis- 
engaged, and (0) that the colour for school buses be standardized, prefer- 
ably a Department of Highways yellow. 


Mr. Peacock—Motion for return—For agreement between Ontario Housing 
Corporation and Montreal Trust Company effective May 1, 1969 re- 
specting the Flemingdon Park and Tandridge public housing projects, 
and any associated papers showing the comparative costs of administra- 
tive, inside and outside maintenance and any other management services, 
apart from amortization costs, to be undertaken by Montreal Trust 
Company as against the cost of these services now provided by O.H.C. 
showing (a) the total cost, and (6) labour cost per unit or for each project.

32. Mr. Shulman—Resolution—That the report of the Ontario Securities Com- 
mission on Canadian Central Holdings be made public and that 
appropriate charges be laid as recommended in the report. 


33. Mr. Nixon—Motion—Because of the resignation of the entire staff of the 
Indian Development Branch and the complete lack of policy and program 
put forward by the government in relation to Indian matters, this House 
has no confidence in the government, and in particular censures the 
Minister of Social and Family Services and believes his service in the 
government is no longer in the best interests of Ontario.

27. Mr. Deans—Endquiry of the Ministry—What percentage cost for elementary 
and secondary school education are presently borne by the province. 


33. Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Enquiry of the Ministry—Further to the 
evidence of Mr. Stephens before the Public Accounts Committee on 
February 26, 1969: 1. Which school boards are currently using the 
computer at the Education Data Centre. 2. Which boards are running 
time-tabling programs on this machine. 3. Which boards are running 
individual pupil records and report card data on this machine. 4. Where 
are the tapes kept while in the custody of the Department. 5. What 
persons have access to tapes while in the custody of the Department. 
6. What security precautions are taken to ensure that unauthorized 
persons do not have access to these tapes. 7. Does the facility include 
an erase mechanism. 8. Does the facility include a mechanism for 
making copies of tapes from one another. 9. Who operates this equip- 
ment. 10. Are there any special provisions attaching to employment 
within the Education Data Centre. 11. Have any persons employed 
at the Education Data Centre since its inception, ever been employed, 
before or since, in a credit bureau or finance company. 12. Is the Minister 
absolutely satisfied that subjective assessment data is not filtering out, 
or being passed out, from the Education Data Centre, to unauthorized 
persons or companies, for consideration or otherwise. 13. Will the Minis- 
ter welcome an independent security check of the Education Data 
Centre by a competent and experienced surveillance company.

48. Mr. Breithaupi—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Health 
table the results of any recent researches available to him on current 
levels of pesticide residues in lards, fats and shortenings. To what extent 
are organochlorines being stored in fats, and what are the implications 
for long-term tolerance in humans. Is the Minister aware of the publica- 
tion this week of the Report of the British Association of Public Analysts 
on this matter. Are limiting quantities for the human intake of aldrin, 
dieldrin lead, arsenic and mercury prescribed in Ontario. If not, why not. 
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49. Mr. Braithwaite—Enquiry of the Ministry—lIn the light of the proposals 
made at the University of Toronto Conference on the Social Aspects of 
Science Policy, will the Premier now establish a permanent Advisory 
Panel of non-governmental experts, professionals from various dis- 
ciplines, and lay citizens, to assemble data, make recommendations and 
generally assist the Government in its decisions in areas such as: urban 
development, the psychology of welfare, stress and overcrowding in 
relation to human health, mass transit and mobility studies, and general 
environmental maintenance. 


53. Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Enquiry of the Ministry—(a) Will the 
Minister of Education table a copy of the Federal-Provincial agreement 
relating to the Quetico Conference and Training Centre, together with 
a summary of all Provincial grants made since the inception of the 
Centre. (b) Does the Department of Education prescribe the form in 
which the accounts of the Centre are to be kept.

54. Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Enquiry of the Ministry—(a) What are the 
total capital costs of the Moosonee Education Centre to date. (bd) Who 
were the contractors for the construction. For major equipment. For 
major furnishings. (c) Were any abnormal advances made by the 
Province to cover outlays of the contractors at this Northern site before 
work was done; loans guaranteed or special financial arrangements made 
to ensure that work went ahead smoothly. (d) Does any other Provincial 
Department share in the capital costs of the Moosonee Centre. (e) What 
was the cost-per-teacher of the residential accommodation provided for 
staff. Is this substantially in excess of comparable Federal accommoda- 
tion, e.g. for doctors, nurses, service officers, etc. in the North. (f) What 
costs are covered by Federal/Provincial agreement. (g) Have computer- 
assisted instruction experiments taken place between the Centre and 
other centres in the United States, under the aegis of O.1.S.E., and, if so, 
who paid the costs. Was any part of this cost recovered from United 
States sources. (1) Was the Ontario Northland Transportation Com- 
mission involved in any arrangement for the use of its microwave facilities 
or wire circuits for the purposes of such instruction, and, if so, will the 
Minister table a copy of this agreement or contract. (2) Have discussions 
taken place between the Department of Education and the O.N.T.C. 
regarding the possible use of its microwave link to carry television to 
Moosonee, and if so, with what result. 


55. Mr. Peacock—Enquiry of the Ministry—1. How many units of family and 
senior citizens housing has Ontario Housing Corporation proposed to 
include in the plans for development of the Malvern Project, now before 
the Scarborough planning board, and when will the first of these be ready 
for occupancy. 2. What population density (persons per residential acre) 
is envisaged in the plans before the Scarborough planning board. 3. How 
does this density compare with the density recommended by the Metro 
planning board for the Malvern Project. 4. What are the specific services 
required for the development of the Malvern Project—sewers, schools, 
etc.—to which the Ontario Government will contribute, what is the total 
cost of each service and what is the proportion to be assumed by the 
province. 
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56. Mr. Haggerty—Enquiry of the Ministry—1. Is Carcinoma of the Left 
Middle Turbinate classified as an industrial disease. 2. On what grounds 
was claim No. S 7805085, Mr. Nelson Davison, aged 56, of R.R. No. 1, 
Port Colborne, Ontario, an employee of the International Nickel Com- 
pany, Port Colborne, disallowed by: the Workmen’s Compensation 
Board. 3. In what departments of the company did Mr. Nelson Davison 
work. 4. How were these departments shielded from airborne carcinogens. 
5. What are the implications of this disqualification, touching on all 
employees, such as progress chasers, who move about industrial opera- 
tions, and who sometimes work in the office and sometimes are in the 
plant. 6. How well informed is the Board on the incidence of new re- 
search in regard to possible employment hazards in industrial production. 
What liaison exists with the Department of Health in this regard. 7. To 
what learned journals did the Board subscribe in the last complete year 
for which records are available. Please tabulate. 


57. Mr. Haggerty—Enquiry of the Ministry—1. With respect to workers being 
exposed to new materials that are proving to be carcinogens, what con- 
tinuing steps is the Minister of Health taking to evaluate new materials 
in this regard, and to re-evaluate older, more traditional materials in the 
light of new knowledge as to their carcinogenic and other hazardous 
properties. 2. What continuing liaison exists between the Research 
Laboratory of the Department of Health and the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Board in this regard. How are the Members of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board kept abreast of new hazards that might be ex- 
pected to confront them in compensation cases. Is there a bulletin or 
journal advising them of new developments in these areas. 3. Will the 
Minister comment in particular on a letter dated April 3, 1969, addressed 
to the Medical Officer, Claims Department, Workmen’s Compensation 
Board, 90 Harbour Street, Toronto, Ontario, with copy to Dr. Mastro- 
matteo in the Department of Health; relating to the case of Mr. Nelson 
Davison, age 56, of Rural Route No. 1, Port Colborne, Ontario; Work- 
men’s Compensation Claim Number S 7805085; Diagnosis Carcinoma of 
the Left Middle Turbinate; letter signed by Dr. R. G. C. MacLaren, 
FRCS, DMRT, The Ontario Cancer Foundation, Hamilton Clinic. 
4. In particular will the Minister of Health comment on the following 
passages from the letter: ‘I know nothing of the details of the processes 
of refining nickel, but I do know that this type of tumour is unusual in 
the general population. This clinic sees patients from Hamilton, Burling- 
ton, Guelph, Galt, Brantford and the Niagara Peninsula, and between 
1958 and 1967, we have records of nine cases in males. Their towns of 
origin are: Port Colborne, 6; Fort Erie, 1; Welland, 1; Wellandport, 1. 
I have no way of knowing that these nine cases all worked at the I[nter- 
national Nickel Company, although some certainly did. We have other 
cases of women who are scattered on a more random basis, and I am sur- 
prised that we have no other cases of males from the rest of our area, 
as we should have one or two cases from large cities like Hamilton. As 
this patient has worked at the International Nickel plant for many years 
and as the disease from which he suffers seems to be uncommon elsewhere, 
I think it would probably be advisable to review the decision regarding 
this claim.”

Mr. Sopha—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this Legislature, it ought 
to be an offence for any person to eavesdrop on the conversation or actions 
of other parties by any means whatsoever, except under the strictest 
controls as prescribed by law.

With respect to workers being 
exposed to new materials that are proving to be carcinogens, what con- 
tinuing steps is the Minister of Health taking to evaluate new materials 
in this regard, and to re-evaluate older, more traditional materials in the 
light of new knowledge as to their carcinogenic and other hazardous 
properties. 2. What continuing liaison exists between the Research 
Laboratory of the Department of Health and the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Board in this regard. How are the Members of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board kept abreast of new hazards that might be ex- 
pected to confront them in compensation cases. Is there a bulletin or 
journal advising them of new developments in these areas. 3. Will the 
Minister comment in particular on a letter dated April 3, 1969, addressed 
to the Medical Officer, Claims Department, Workmen’s Compensation 
Board, 90 Harbour Street, Toronto, Ontario, with copy to Dr. Mastro- 
matteo in the Department of Health; relating to the case of Mr. Nelson 
Davison, age 56, of Rural Route No. 1, Port Colborne, Ontario; Work- 
men’s Compensation Claim Number S 7805085; Diagnosis Carcinoma of 
the Left Middle Turbinate; letter signed by Dr. R. G. C. MacLaren, 
FRCS, DMRT, The Ontario Cancer Foundation, Hamilton Clinic. 
4. In particular will the Minister of Health comment on the following 
passages from the letter: ‘I know nothing of the details of the processes 
of refining nickel, but I do know that this type of tumour is unusual in 
the general population. This clinic sees patients from Hamilton, Burling- 
ton, Guelph, Galt, Brantford and the Niagara Peninsula, and between 
1958 and 1967, we have records of nine cases in males. Their towns of 
origin are: Port Colborne, 6; Fort Erie, 1; Welland, 1; Wellandport, 1. 
I have no way of knowing that these nine cases all worked at the Inter- 
national Nickel Company, although some certainly did. We have other 
cases of women who are scattered on a more random basis, and I am sur- 
prised that we have no other cases of males from the rest of our area, 
as we should have one or two cases from large cities like Hamilton. As 
this patient has worked at the International Nickel plant for many years 
and as the disease from which he suffers seems to be uncommon elsewhere, 
I think it would probably be advisable to review the decision regarding 
this claim.”

Mr. Sopha—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this Legislature, it ought 
to be an offence for any person to eavesdrop on the conversation or actions 
of other parties by any means whatsoever, except under the strictest 
controls as prescribed by law. 


Mr. Jessiman—Resolution—That financial assistance should be provided 
to needy students in our primary and secondary schools, as well as in 
university to ensure that no one is forced to drop out of the school system 
as a result of economic pressure.

As 
this patient has worked at the International Nickel plant for many years 
and as the disease from which he suffers seems to be uncommon elsewhere, 
I think it would probably be advisable to review the decision regarding 
this claim.”’

We have other 
cases of women who are scattered on a more random basis, and I am sur- 
prised that we have no other cases of males from the rest of our area, 
as we should have one or two cases from large cities like Hamilton. As 
this patient has worked at the International Nickel plant for many years 
and as the disease from which he suffers seems to be uncommon elsewhere, 
I think it would probably be advisable to review the decision regarding 
this claim.”’

With respect to workers being 
exposed to new materials that are proving to be carcinogens, what con- 
tinuing steps is the Minister of Health taking to evaluate new materials 
in this regard, and to re-evaluate older, more traditional materials in the 
light of new knowledge as to their carcinogenic and other hazardous 
properties. 2. What continuing liaison exists between the Research 
Laboratory of the Department of Health and the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Board in this regard. How are the Members of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board kept abreast of new hazards that might be ex- 
pected to confront them in compensation cases. Is there a bulletin or 
journal advising them of new developments in these areas. 3. Will the 
Minister comment in particular on a letter dated April 3, 1969, addressed 
to the Medical Officer, Claims Department, Workmen’s Compensation 
Board, 90 Harbour Street, Toronto, Ontario, with copy to Dr. Mastro- 
matteo in the Department of Health; relating to the case of Mr. Nelson 
Davison, age 56, of Rural Route No. 1, Port Colborne, Ontario; Work- 
men’s Compensation Claim Number S 7805085; Diagnosis Carcinoma of 
the Left Middle Turbinate; letter signed by Dr. R. G. C. MacLaren, 
FRCS, DMRT, The Ontario Cancer Foundation, Hamilton Clinic. 
4. In particular will the Minister of Health comment on the following 
passages from the letter: “I know nothing of the details of the processes 
of refining nickel, but I do know that this type of tumour is unusual in 
the general population. This clinic sees patients from Hamilton, Burling- 
ton, Guelph, Galt, Brantford and the Niagara Peninsula, and between 
1958 and 1967, we have records of nine cases in males. Their towns of 
origin are: Port Colborne, 6; Fort Erie, 1; Welland, 1; Wellandport, 1. 
I have no way of knowing that these nine cases all worked at the Inter- 
national Nickel Company, although some certainly did. We have other 
cases of women who are scattered on a more random basis, and I am sur- 
prised that we have no other cases of males from the rest of our area, 
as we should have one or two cases from large cities like Hamilton. As 
this patient has worked at the International Nickel plant for many years 
and as the disease from which he suffers seems to be uncommon elsewhere, 
I think it would probably be advisable to review the decision regarding 
this claim.”

4. In particular will the Minister of Health comment on the following 
passages from the letter: ‘‘I know nothing of the details of the processes 
of refining nickel, but I do know that this type of tumour is unusual in 
the general population. This clinic sees patients from Hamilton, Burling- 
ton, Guelph, Galt, Brantford and the Niagara Peninsula, and between 
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1958 and 1967, we have records of nine cases in males. Their towns of 
origin are: Port Colborne, 6; Fort Erie, 1; Welland, 1; Wellandport, 1. 
I have no way of knowing that these nine cases all worked at the Inter- 
national Nickel Company, although some certainly did. We have other 
cases of women who are scattered on a more random basis, and I am sur- 
prised that we have no other cases of males from the rest of our area, 
as we should have one or two cases from large cities like Hamilton. As 
this patient has worked at the International Nickel plant for many years 
and as the disease from which he suffers seems to be uncommon elsewhere, 
I think it would probably be advisable to review the decision regarding 
this claim.”

These credit 
cards are not sent with the protection of registered mail. If these 
unasked-for credit cards are lost in the mail or stolen en route, anyone 
can sign them with the name imprinted on them. Anyone could purchase 
goods using the credit card without the knowledge of the person to whom 
it was sent by The Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce. The Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce states in the ‘Cardholder Agreement” 
that “In the event of any credit card being lost or stolen, the cardholder 
will promptly notify the Bank, in writing, to that effect and unless and 
until such notification is received, the cardholder will remain responsible 
Jor payment of all indebtedness incurred through use of such credit’.

credit’. Nhat protection does the Minister’s Department plan to provide 
to consumers who are presently being pestered by The Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce. What is the legal status of this Bank’s 
‘Cardholder Agreement’’, that is, is it a binding contract or is it nulland 
void.

With regard to the number of Crown Wards in 
Ontario Hospitals for emotional disturbance or mental illness, what 
were the figures as of (a) January 1, 1968; (b) December 31, 1968; 
and (c) May 31, 1969. 3. What happens to these children after they leave 
the Ontario Hospitals. 


95. Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Enquiry of the Ministry—What are the 
comparable estimates of the Department of Education for 1969-70 in 
terms of the 1968-69 votes and items. That is to say, using the budgeting 
and accounting categorization of the 1968-69 Estimates which included 
22 separate votes (501 to and including 522) what are the estimated 
increased or decreased expenditures for 1969-70 which could be validly 
compared to each of the 1968-69 votes and items in each vote. For 
example, what is the real comparison for 1969-70 to vote 506 (with 7 
items) in 1968-69 entitled ‘Information Branch’. Will the Minister 
provide this detailed comparable budget data before he introduces 
his 1969-70 Estimates into the Legislature. 


96. Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Enquiry of the Ministry—What action 
does the Minister of Financial and Commercial Affairs intend to take 
against the Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce in view of the following 
actions by that Bank: The Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce sends 
out unasked-for Chargex Credit Cards to residents of Ontario, including 
myself. These credit cards are not sent with the protection of registered 
mail. If these unasked-for credit cards are lost in the mail or stolen en 
route, anyone can sign them with the name imprinted on them. Anyone 
could purchase goods using the credit card without the knowledge of the 
person to whom it was sent by The Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce. 
The Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce states in the ‘‘Cardholder 
Agreement”’ that ‘‘In the event of any credit card being lost or stolen, the 
cardholder will promptly notify the Bank, in writing, to that effect and 
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unless and until such notification is received, the cardholder will remain 
responsible for payment of all indebtedness incurred through use of such 
credit’. What protection does the Minister’s Department plan to provide 
to consumers who are presently being pestered by The Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce. What is the legal status of this Bank’s 
“Cardholder Agreement’, that is, is it a binding contract or is it null and 
void. 


97. Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Enquiry of the Muinistry—-What were 
the total (estimated) salaries of the Department of Education for 1968-69 
and what are the total (estimated) salaries for 1969-70. What were 
the total (estimated) travelling expenses of the Department of Education 
for 1968-69 and what are the total (estimated) travelling expenses for 
1969-70. What were the Minister of Education’s personal total (esti- 
mated) travelling expenses for 1968-69 and what are his total (estimated) 
travelling expenses for 1969-70. What were the total (estimated) 
maintenance expenses of the Department of Education for 1968-69 
and what are the total (estimated) maintenance expenses for 1969-70. 
Will the Minister provide this comparable information for 1968-69 and 
1969-70 before he introduces his 1969-70 Estimates to the Legislature. 


98. Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Enquiry of the Ministry—What courses 
of study are sponsored jointly between Ryerson Polytechnical Institute 
and the Provincial Government as provided for under sub-section (c) 
of section 3 of The Ryerson Polytechnical Institute Act, 1962-63. How 
many students are enrolled in such courses. 


99. Mr. Ben—Enquiry of the Ministry—1. Is the Minister of Energy and 
Resources Management aware of the Bill tabled by Senator Nicolas 
Petris, now in Committee in the California State Legislature, that 
would ban reciprocating internal combustion engines in automobiles 
by 1975. 2. Is the Minister aware that Speaker Howard F. McKissick, 
Junior, has introduced a similar Bill into the Nevada State Legislature. 
3. Is the Minister aware that Professor Starkman of the California Air 
Resources Board, believes that an efficient gas turbine can be developed 
for domestic automobiles by 1975, and that pressure ought to be brought 
to bear to achieve this goal. 4. Is the Minister aware of the finding of the 
Opinion Research Corporation of Princeton, New Jersey, that a poll of a 
representative cross-section of American public opinion shows 62% 
to be in favour of banning the reciprocating internal combustion engine 
in automobiles completely by 1975, so as to force auto makers to press 
ahead with the research, development and manufacture of alternative 
propulsion systems. 5. Will the Minister investigate the dual-fuel 
system now in use in 128 experimental Consumers’ Gas fleet cars in 
Los Angeles, whereby natural gas is used in urban areas and gasoline 
only on the highways. 6. Is the Minister examining current California 
legislation with a view to drafting similar stringent legislation applying 
to Ontario. 7. Will the Minister take note that the transfer and resale 
of used cars, and their certification, must be related to any new legislation 
if it is to be effective, in view of recent California experience.
